Constantinople, July B. — The rele- 
hration of the Fourth of July lu Con- 
stantinople could scarcely be called 
aate and sane. British wanhlps 
bombarding the Turkish NatlonallsU 
and arousing the city 'In tbe early 
ninriiliig affording a salute to the 
American independence day which 
was tho slRiial for a general scurry- 
ing of allied warships to various 
points in the Sea of .Marmora and the 
Bosphorus, where the NatlonalUts are 
reelstlng the allied occupation ot the 
StralU. 

Tn consequence of the Insurgents" 

activities. Constantinople was ero«d- 
ed today wlih refugees of all nation- 
alities flieiiig from the Adriatic side 
of the Uosphorus. At 4 o'clock this 
moraing the Nationalists raided Bei- 
eoe, ten mllee south of Constantinople 
on the Adriatic shora ot the Bospho- 
rus Just opposite Robert College. An- 
other hand simultaneously raided 
Marlepe. fifteen mile.-; e:isl of Con- 
stantinople on the Sea of Marniorn. 
British and Creek troops as well as 
dreadnaughts and destroyera were 
rushffd to resist the Nationalists, w h 
did some extensive plundering before 
thegr were driven back Into the Is 
lands. 

Belcos is a popular summer plac3 
with a gambling casino, the manage' 
meat of which baa not dared to open 
It this year beeanae ot the danger of 
raids. The summer colony here ot 
some 10,000 persons Jted to the wa- 
ter front when the raiders appeared 
and crowding all the ferriea and 
available tileamers trying to escape 
rom the bandits. Maay persons paid 
boatmtiB M* M nHf tttoi tho two 
mtlea asroia • tho Boaphorag. One 
British offlear waa eaptnrod by the 
bandits and several Punjabis and 
many Nationalists were killed and 
othen wounded la tha ttghtlns. 

Greeks Make Cleoa Sweep. 

Greek troops have swept the coun- 
ery west of Balonkesser clear of 
Turks as tar north as Adramit. They 
also have landed large forces at 
Chardek on the Dardanelles. Con- 
sequently they expect to eliminate the 
Turks from the province ot BIgha 
shortly. 

()l)Ser\ iT:; who a. ei)::ipanied the 
Greeks during their attack on Balou- 
keaaar aad who vlalted Peaoarma af- 
ter tbe Greek occupation ot the city 
say the Turkish forces ofNred little 
resistance, except at Pergama and 
outside Baloukessar. 

The Greek advance was so rapid 
and unexpected that the Turks were 
unable to destroy the railway, which 
with its rolling stock, waa left Intact. 
Dynamlto had been plaoed "under 
some brldgea but tbe Nationalists 
were In so great panic that the 
c!iarges were not explmled. Their re- 
treat was in such disorder that the 
Greeks easily inflicted great losses 
upon them and took many prisoners, 
with few casualtlee among them-. It 
waa fouad uaaseessary tor the Greek 
forces to shell any town, as all hoist- 
ed the white flag when they approach- 
ed. 

Bombardment of the great Masque 
at Bruasa aad destruction of the town 
by alrplaao attacks ara thraatsiMd in 

an ultimatum raealved hy the gover- 
nor of Bhissa from Vice Admiral de 

Uobeck. British high commissioner ai 
Constantinople, who has been in 
charge of Uriilsh landing parties 
along the coast of tbe sea of Marmo- 
ra. Tha text ot tha dosumsat fol- 
lows: 

"Nationalist forces. In violation of 
the peace terms have allaeked terri- 
tory occupied by the Urilisli on the 
sea of Marmora and huvu hindered 
tbe lauding of forces from the (leui. 

"Aa a Of^nsequence of this aggree- 
alve atUtttde against the British and 
othar aUlee. and la event these at- 
tasks aoMlBtte, it ba« been decided 
to bombard the Mosque at Brussa 

and to destroy llriissa liy airplanes. 

"To avoid such aillon i a»k you 
(o instruct your subordluates lo dis- 
continue their aggressive menace and 
aot'to piovoat our landing wheraver 
laadlBS Is deemed assssssiy."

Chicago. July 6 — Republican chief- 
tains gathered here to formulate 
plans for the presidential contest to- 
day appeared undistnibed at the 
Democratic choice of a nominee from 
the homo state ot their eandldato. Af- 
ter arrival ot Chairman Will Haya to- 
day, work waa begun oa mapping out 
the campaign. A series ot confer- 
ences is being arrang. d 

Chairman Hays refused fo discuss 
the nomination of Onveriior Cox. In- 
stead, he confined blmseU to lauda- 
tion of the porsonal gnalitiea of Soaa- 
tor Harding. 

The first decision announced was 
that Senator Harding would remain 
In Ohio during most of the campaign. 
The "front porch" plan will be em- 
phasised more than ever, it was said 
while an endeavor will be made "to 
satisfy tbe local pride ot other sec- 
tlona by apraadlng the 'word that the 
aenator will llstee to reason," 

Much satisfaction was expressed st 
headquarters in c.ie ruinor that Gen- 
eral Wood and Senaiur .Johnson were 
to l'(dlow llie eoiirsi' set by C.overiioi- 
Lowden in sui)porting Senator Hard- 
ing. 

Among leaders gathered are: Jo- 
seph B. Kealing, Indtana; Lawranee 

Y. Sherman, Illinois; Jacob L. Babler, 
Missouri; A. T. Hert. Kentucky; Fred 
K. Warner. Michigan, and Harry .M. 
Daugherty, Harding's pre-cuuvention 
campaign manager. 

Work to be done, Mr. Hays ex- 
plained, is organisation Ineldoatlal to 
ezpaasloB ot the aetlrltloe ot tho eam- 
palga committee. 

Republican leaders who attended 
today's conferences indicated that the 
League of Nations issue would lie ac - 
cepted in tl)e presidential cumpuign. 
with "Democratic inefficiency" as a 
aocondary Issue. It was said efforts 
would bo made to hoop prohlUtton 
problems from haeoaUas a loadlag 
issue. 

It was the oi)ini<in of party chief- 
tains that Chicago uuiild lie made the 
principal headquarters Clarence H. 
Miller, secretary o( the Republican 
National Committee, will ramain here 
thraout the campaign and Mr. Hays 
Is wpocted to spend much of his time 
la Chicago. 

Mr. Hays expects to be in Chicago 
from seven to ten days and will con- 
fer with committeemen and leaders 
from virtually all of the thirty-two 
states west ot the Alleghanles.

Roosevelt of Now York. Mr. Hnooa 
velt baa served oao aad. a portion ot 
the second term as n member of the 
New York State Senate, having re- 
signed from that position to accept 
the position of asslFlant secretary of 
the Navy.

Milk Won't Mii> Sweet If » ari-I«-*sly 
liandl<-<l. 

No matter how well milk haji been 
handled up to the ti^ie It is delivered 
to the consnmer. It can not be expect- 
ed tb keep wall It It la earalaaaly 

treated thereafter. It shovld be your- 

ed into pitcher, pan. or other vea- 
frc-hly .•.(■. ilihd to f iiinve any 
bacteria or iiioie spores kept In 

n cool, clean place free from dirt, 
flies, etc. New milk should never 
be mHad with old nnlaaa It Is to be 
naad at one«« as tha bacteria In tha 
old milk will, ot course, be added al- 
so, and the mixed milk will not keep 
as well as the fresh milk alone. 

Baeieria are tliu kesl where there is 
dirt and decay, and milk should there- 
fore be >stored only in clean, sweat 
places. It la safer to keep It cov- 
ered, to eseluda not only dirt and 
bscteria but alao the flavors and 
odors which it so easily absorbs. If 
kept at a temperature of fiO decree-: 
F. or less, good milk should remain 
sweet for 12 hours at least, after i: 
reaches the consumer, and ordinari- 
ly for 24 hours or mora, dairy 
specialists ot the U. 8. Department of 
.\gricnltnre say. Sometimes in very 
hot weather housekeepers coinplain 
that In spite of all precautions it 
sours (luickly, even in the ice box. 
This is often due to the fact that the 
.lir in the ice box, although it se^ms 
cold in contrast with tha heat ont- 
slde, Is really not cold enough to 
check tho growth of the bacteria; if 
a thermometer placed inside rcRis- 
tere more than ho degrees F. the 
fault is almost surely in the tem- 
perature of the ice box,and not in the 
milk. In cities, where most of the 
milk comes by moming traina from 
a considerable distance. It la often 
Impossible to deliver fresh morningV 
milk in time for breakf.ist. and that 
milked the morning h> fore must be 
given to patrons who insist on an ear- 
ly delivery. They would get their 
milk from 12 to 18 hours fresher if 
they would Uke U la the afternoon 
instead.
